Governor-Elect Says He Won’t 
Dictate Appointments Un- 
der State Boards. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 18.—A state- 


ment given out by Governor-elect Had- 
ley this morning is expected to lessen 
the number of his callers who come to 
seek appointments in the State institu- 
tions, 


“I do not propose,’’ he said, “‘to con- 


sider or pass upon applications 
places in the State institutions which 


are properly in the gift of the boards 
placed over those institutions. I will 
try to select as members of the severa: 
boards men who can be entrusted with 
the distribution of the appointive places 
under them. 

The practice has been for governors 
to make practically all these appoint- 
ments, though it was done indirectly. 
The places, in a way, were dictated by 
the Governor who indicated his prefer- 
ences to the heads of departments. This 
enabled the building of a machine, or 
permitted the payment of politica: 
debts.° 

“I do not desiré to build a machine 
and do not feel that I owe to any in- 
dividual a political debt of such magni - 
tude that I can ask him to aid me in 
discharging it by giving to some one 
place under him. . 

“The boards are entitled to the pa- 
tronage which comes under them, and 
the boards I select will be permit(@d to 
distribute it. I can -only repeat that I 
will not seek to remove before the ex- 
piration of his term any official who 
has rendered acceptable service.”

His lawyer also said he 
knew of no reason for it. 

Lawyer Is Mystified. 

“We are quite willing to let every- 
thing about it be known,’’ added the at- 
torney,, “but we are at a loss to under- 
stand what it is about.’’

Says Wife Confessed, 

On the witness stand in the divorce 
trial today Dr. Wilson swore that a few 
days afcer the birth of their baby his 
wife had confessed *o him the story 
of- her alleged relations with Weitington, 4. 
After that his married life ended,. he 
said; but to avoid publicity he guve her 
a home with him. 

At another point in his testimony Dr. 
Wilson said that one afternoon just be- 
fore the final separation’ he returned 
nome and found a man’s cout, vest and 
collar hanging up in his office and 
heard the voices of his wife ard a man 
upstairs. 

Seizing his pistol, he started upstairs, 
but when halfway up he realized, he 
said, that a tragedy right resu.t, so ie 
turned back and’ left the house.

Told He Was Not Young Enough 
for Work, Cuts Throat 


in Hotel. 


Despondent because he had lost his 
job as ‘“‘carrying-in boy’’ at the Alton 
Glass Works, James Cash, 60 years old, 
ended his life Friday by cutting his 
throat in a bathroom of the Hotel Daw- 
son there. 

Each day since he was discharged he 
had gone to the works and, asked to be 
reinstated. He was told that he was 
too old and slow to be a@ “carrying-in 
boy,’ whose duty it is to carry the red- 
hot glass to the cooling room after it 
has been shaped by the glassblowers. 

Thursday he told other guests at the 
hotel that he had written to his sister, 
Mrs. Mary Blanchard of Bowling Green, 
Mo., and that he expected a letter con- 

ing money from her Friday. There 
wasno letter for him in the first mail 
delivery. 

A few minutes later he cut his throat. 
He was found dead by James S. Lam- 
bert, an employe of the hotel.

How they went about stealing $2000 
worth of jewelry, furs, laces, silks and 
suits in suitcases from middle West 
End boarding houses was explained. by 
William J. Young, 23 years old, Ana 
Fred Smith, 21 years old, while their 
victims were examining and identifying 
stolen articles in the mass of loot spread 
out for inspection on tables in Chief of 
Detectives Smith’s office Friday morn- 
ing. 

The young burglars, both dressed in 
new clothes of fashionable cut, and 
showing evidences that their crimes of 
the last month had been profitable, 
said they entered boarding and lodging 
houses, either through doors left open 
or by means of skeleton keys. 

“We often met persons living in the 
house,” they said, ‘“‘but when that hap- 
pened we merely lifted our hats and 
said ‘How do you do’ if. we met wom- 
ef or bowed if we met men. We select- 
ted large boarding and lodging houses, 
where our presence would not excité 
suspicion.” 

Seven Robberies Confessed. 

The field of operation, they said, was 
bounded by Washington avenue, Jeffer- 
son avenue, Pine street and Grand ave- 
nue, They confess seven robberies and 
the detectives say there proBably are 
many more thefts attributable to the} 
pair.

DIES A PAUPER 


Edward (“Snitch’’) Murphy, who was 
reputed to have made $100,008 from his 
job as a constable, undér the fee sys- 
tem whiche formerly prevailed, and.who 
became, through drink and gambling, a 
‘penniless saloon porter, died early Fri- 
day at the City Hospital. Unless his 
body is claimed by friends, it will he 
buried in potters’ field: ’ 

He had been a patient at the Hospital 
for more than a month, having been 
sent there from Joseph Schuler’s estab- 
lishment, 1028 Clark avenue. 

He was 53 years old, dnd said he was 
a widower, though no one remembers 
his wife. 

Murphy was known as an original But- 
ler man. In his old days as a Contable, 
Pete Morrissey and Jim Cronin’ were 
»two of his- deputies. Later when  Péte 
‘Morrissey became a ‘State Senator, 
Murphy went to board at his saloon, in 
the building where Schuler’s is now. 


Stuck to uiérviaeey’s Sulcon. 

After Morrissey was killed by Maude 
Lewis, and the saloon passed into, other 
hands, Murphy remained there. He lost 
his. money, and@ at length paid, for his 
lodging by odd jobs. ; 
He got hold of a white flannel suit 
and bright redmecktie, which it was his 
delight to wear, with an old straw. hat, 
on the coldest. winter days. Thus at- 
tired, he would visit the Four Courts 
and other public places. 

He became a police character, and his 
head was covered with sears from po- 
licemen’s"clubs.

LEMANS, France, Dec. 18.—Wilbur 
Wright, American aerunaut, today ¢s- 
tablished a new world’s distance record 
for aeroplane flights, traveling 61% 
miles ihm. 53m. 59s. : 
. The feat was the climax of a series 
of sensational flights. The flight was 
made in competition for the Michaein 
prize of 20,000 francs, which will go’ to 
the daring American unless another 
aeroplanist beats the. mark he set be- 
fore the end of the year. 

By his flight today, Wright has ‘deele 
earned for himself the title of “King 
ofthe Air,” ‘which was wrested from 
him by his brother, _Orville, in Wash- 
ington. 

A‘ large crowd was on hand for the 
ascension, and Wright was wildly 
cheered when he landed. . The officials 
of the French Auto Clab and many 
army officers were on hand.

UNION CITY, Tenn., Dec. 11.—That a 
strict censorship of the press will be 
established during the night rider trials 
was indicated when court opened to- 
day. In cautioning the jury to con- 
fine their reading to novels and good 
books, Judge Jones said: 

Before we commence the taking of 
testimony, I want to make a request 
of the men who represent the news- 
papers here. As you know, there 
are over 100 indictments yet to be 
tried. A juror who has heard from 
either a witness or from one who 
has heard from a witness what pur- 
ports to be an account of what hap- 
pened is incompetent as a juror. 

The Supreme Court has held that a 
newspaper report of testimony comes 
within the forbidden field. Hence if 
the newspapers report this testimony 
at this trial, it will make it impos- 
sible to obtain a jury in the cases 
to come and thus justice will be de- 
feated. 

Will Force Secrecy. 

This is a very serious phase of the 
trial. The court will first make 
this request in a very polite and in- 
formal way, trusting that the good 
sense and patriotism of those who 
own the papers will lead them to 
comply. with it. Of course, if it be 
disregarded, the court -will- be com- 
pelled, very reluctantly, to take.such 
steps as may be necessary and legal 
to protect the interest of the com- 
monwealth. 

It has been anmmaben that the rul- 
ing apply only to papers which cir- 
culate in this county and that papers 
at a distance be excepted. 

It is not believed that this would 
be fair and no exemption will be 
made. , 

A number of Tennessee daily papers 
have a staff of men here and these 
men quickly conferred, but reached no 
decision. Most of them, however, are 
sending out the testimony in deteil. 

The witnesses were next called and 
sworn. Seventy-four responded for the 
State and 86 for the defense.

Witness Swears There Was 
Time to Have Prevented 
Several Shots. 


SHIELDS ANNIS’ NAME 
Judge Bars Questions Con- 
cerning Character of Man 
Who Was Slain. 








FLUSHING, N. Y., Dec. 18.—The de- 
fense in the trial of T. Jenkins Hains 
suffered a hard blow today. It’s chief 
contention that he drew his revolver 
orly to protect his brother from as- 
sault and only after the Captain had 


emptied his automatic pistol into the 
body of William E. Annis, was contra- 
dicted in a most dramatic manner by 
Herbert L, Funke, an eye witness. . 

‘Thornton Hains stood on the dock of 
our clubhouse with his revolver cocked 
and pointed at me almost as soon as 
the first shot was fired,’’ said Funke im- 
pressively, seemingly realizing that if 
the jury accepts his statement it may 
serd Hains to death in the electric 
chair. 

Tunke’s story came as a climax to 
what had given promise of being a dull 
and uninteresting session. The early 
hours of the day had been devoted by 
Attorney McIntyre to a  crogs-ex- 
amination of yesterday’s. witnesses. 
The drenching rain and sleet outside 
and the gloomy atmosphere seemed to 
affect all, and there was a listlessness3 
about the proceedings which was most 
depressing, 

#unke’s early story did not promise 


much and so, just as everyone had set-. 


tled down to a commonplace recital of 
the tragedy, he electrified both court 


and jury by a fervid descriptiveness - 


of his story. \ 
Interval Between Shots. 


He swore point blank there was one. 


shot fired, that there was a perceptible 
interval, then four more and then an- 
other interval before the final shot. If 
this is true it sets at rest the propo- 
sition of the defense that the shooting 
by Capt. Hains was done on impulse 
while crazed and that he emptied h's 
pistol into Annis’ body with the single 
pressure of the finger on the trigger 

Funke testified that when the first 
shot was fired he started towards Capt. 
Hains, but was stopped by Thornton 
Hains’ revolver. He was positive that 
the revolver was aimed at him after only 
one shot was fired by Peter Hains and 
that there was a considerable tnterval] 
after the first shot before the second. 

Before Funke was called to the stand 
Frederick Storm was subjected to a long 
cross-examination. He had testified yes- 
terday that Thornton Hains had asked 
him about the whereabouts of Annis 
several minutes before the shooting. 

Mr. Melntyre showed by his first 
question that the defense resents the 
imputation of Witness Storm that Jes- 
terson, the real estate agent whom 
Thornton Hains claimed he had gone to 
Bayside to see, is a myth. McIntyre 
claims Jesterson frequently visited the 
club, was a member of it, and will ie 
a witness for the defense. He interro- 
gated Storm sharply and elicited tue 
fact that there were plenty of mem- 
bers of the Bayside Club he did not 
know. ; 

Friend of the Annises, 

Storm admitted that he had been a 
close friend of Annis ever since they 
were boys and that both he and his wife 
were intimate friends of the Annises. 

“Did you know wuring his life time 
or afterward anything about the moral 
character of William E. Annis?” asked 
McIntyre. 

The -District Attorney interposed a 
sharp objection and was upheld by Jus- 
tice Crane, who again ruled that he 
would not permit any questioning along 
this line. 3 

John Tonning, the boatman who seized 
Capt. Hains by the wrist at the time of 
the shooting, and who has been missing 
since early in October, has been found, 
and he will likely be a witness. 

Will Fest Automatic Pistol. 

Counsel for the defense are prepar- 
ing for a unique demonstration with 
the automatic revolver with which Annis 
was slain. In the presence of witnesses 
the replica of Capt. Hains’ revolver will 
be fired to prove that the seven shells 
in the weapon can be discharged within 
1% seconds. 

Acting Captin of Police Ivory denied 
permission to discharge the revolver 
within the town limits, as it would be 
in violation of an ordinance. Alderman 
Hogan told Hains’ lawyer that: the re- 
volver exhibition might be held along 
Flushing dock. Some time today, under 
direction of Maj. Hains, the writer’s 
brother, the demonstration will take 
place. 4 

It is believed by counsel that the trial 
will hardly be concluded by the end of 
the year.

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Medical Society Puts the Ethi- 
cal Lid on “Legitimate 
Advertising.”

The St. Louis Medical Society has put 
the ban on newspaper interviews. 

The physician who lets it be known 
through any other source than a medi- 
cal society or journal that he has per- 
formed a remarkable operation or cure 
is liable to a year’s suspension or ex- 
pulsion. 

Not only that, but members of the 
society may refuse to consult with him 
or refuse to furnish him the history of 
a case where eyen the life of a patient 
is at stake. 

Some of the best known physicians 
and surgeons in St. Louis are now upon 
the suspended list, and a prosecuting 
committee, known as the Board of Cen- 
sors, is showing unusual activity. Dr. 
Joseph Grindon is chairman of this 
committee, 

At the same time the society is using 
political methods to increase its mem- 
bership and to get, if possible, every 
physician of standing in St. Louis into 
the organization. 
ward organization in each of the 2 
wards somewhat similar in character to 
the ward organizations of the political 
parties. 

Trying to Build Up Society. 

These ward organizations hold fre- 
quent meetings to try to induce all 
physicians to join the society. About 
one-half the physicians in St. Louis are 
now. members. 

Newspaper reports of mectings of the 
society are forbidden. Open sessions of 
the society were held for a time, but the 
ethical physicians said that some of the 
notoriety-seeking members of the pro- 
fession pressed themselves forward and 


related exaggerated: stories of their 
work so they/could break into print and 


get what was called legitimate advertis- 


ing. 


This, nabendint to some of the leading 
members of the society, who will not 


permit their asuere used, led to 
abuses. , 
The Board of nsors investigated 
many of the cases described by the phy- 
sicians and-reported that there was 
nothing remarkable aboue them. 
Members of the society are also re- 
strained from giving opinions on the 
work of other physicians or surgeons.

“Here she is. I have shot her.’’ 

Then he turned and fled. He. was 
pursued a short distance by the crowd, 
but held them off with his revolver and 
escaped. A few minutes later he entered 
the Medford Police Station and gave 
himself up. 

Harmend is the son of a police ser- 
geant at Somerville. He and Miss Hart- 
ley were schoolmates. The girl had 
many admirers.

a bar bill of $1.60f 

This is on a tariff basis of 20 cents 
worth of drinks and 5 cents cash per 
cow mile.

The case has already developed into

The wit- 
ness said he secured them from the tes- 
timony of Judge Priest and others be- 
fore a referee in another one of John- 
son's suits.

Most of the 
testimony in the case consists of evi- 
dence taken in the suit against Transit 
stockholders, which was recently de- 
cided favorably to Johnson by Referee 
Rhodes E. Cave.

Wants Him to Be Ohio Sena- 
tor and Roosevelt Sup- 
ports Burton,

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—What 1s be- 


Heved to be the first serious disagree- 
ment between President Roosevelt and 
President-elect Taft occurred Thursday 
in the White House, when Mr. Taft ar- 
rived there on a hurry call, says the 
Press, a Republican newspaper, today. 
President Roosevelt is bitterly opposed 


to Charles P. Taft’s candidacy for Unit- 
ed States Senator from Ohio, preferring 
Theodore R. Burton. Judge Taft, while 


‘he has expressed to his friends the fact 


of his embarrassment at his brother’s 
candidacy for Senator Foraker’s seat, 
sticks to the adage that blood should 
be thicker than water and that if 
‘Brother Charlie’ wants to be Senator, 
he, although President-elect, can put no 
hindrance in his way. 

When the President heard of the pro- 


gram arranged by the’ Ohio men with / 


Judge Taft, he immediately wired the 
President-elect to confer with him. Just 
what happened is largely conjecture. It 


is known, however, that Mr. Roosevelt. 


deprecated the candidacy of Charles P, 
Taft and that there was a controversy. 
Charles P. Stays Aloof, 
Charles P. Taft accompanied his broth- 
er to Washington, but he did not go to 
the White House; in fact, he seldom 
visits President Roosevelt. He met 
Judge Taft after the conference and cer- 
tain intimate friends of the Tafts know 

wnat the talk was about. 

Charles P. Taft knows that he may ex- 
pect the opposition of the President; at 
least, that he will ‘receive no support 
from the White House in the Senate 
caucus which will be held tn Columbus 
in January. : 

Judge Taft, however, it is understood, 
declined to back out of the understand- 
ing arranged with the Ohio Republican 
leaders in New York. It is the one best 
bet that Burton will not be a member 
of the Cabinet, nor will he be elected to 
succeed Foraker. 

Roosevelt Starts Break. 

President Roosevelt and Charles P. 
Taft never have been on intimate or 
confidential terms. There emanated 
from the White House during the cam- 
paign a story that the President had 
said there would be no danger of de- 
feating Judge Taft for the Presidency 
‘if his fool brother in Cincinnati only 
would keep quiet.’’ 

President Roosevelt took the initial 
step in breaking relations with the 
President-elect before Judge Taft’s ar- 
tival here. 

Only last week he had sent to the 
Sc nate the nomination of Charles Jud- 
ton to be for another term Collector of 
Customs in Sandusky, O. Judson was 
un avowed Taft man and it is urder- 
stood was advocating Charles P. Taft’s 
Senate candidacy. 

Judson previously had been a For- 
uker man and Senator Foraker first 
caused his selection for co'lector. For- 
aker had offered .no opposition to Jud- 
-on’s confirmation, although it Was 
known that he intended doing so. 

Warning to Office Holders. 

The Senate was surprised to receive 
a communication from President Roose- 
velt withdrawing Judson’s nomination. 
No reason for this act. was assigned. 
4f any further notice is required by 
oosevelt Federal office holders in Ohio, 
where Mr. Roosevelt stands in the Sen-

Burton and President Roosevelt have 
teen closely allied during the Roosevelt 
tdministration, Burton having been an 
influential political leader in the mean- 
time. It is the President who persuaded 
Burton to accept the Republican nomi- 
sation for Mayor of Cleveland, when 
he was defeated by Tom L. Johnson...

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Deceptive Appearance Is Caused by New Legel | 
Pulling Apparatus Which Hastens Recov- 
ery of Patients- With Broken Limbs. 





- 

A new device has been installed in the 
City Hospital which is saving a number 
of patients exquisite pain and has 
proved highly su@tessful in speeding 
their recovery. It consists of a pulley 
and weight apparatus used in connection 
with the Hodgen splint. 

When a patient is brought to the hos- 
pital with a fractured hip or a leg frac- 
tured close to the hip, one of the first 
precautions of the physicians is to pre- 
vent permanent shortening of the limb. 

In the past this has been prevented 
by tieing a cord to the splint and at- 
taching a sandbag, which was suspended 
over the foot of the bed. This prevented 
the shortening satisfactorily enough, but 
it added to the pain caused by the knit- 
ing bones, and kept the patient from 
moving his injured leg. | 

The new device consists of a cord run- 
ning up to a pulley in the lofty ceiling. 
The sandbag is attached to the other 
end of the cord, and the weight ad- 
justed until the hammock-like splint in 
which the limb is placed is suspended 
a half foot from the bed. The weight is 
continually pulling on the leg, but at the 
same time the patient can move the 
limb from side to side when he becomes 
‘weary of one position.

NOT A suSINEsS MAN. 

Byen his admiring friends should perceive that 
in transactions of importance, like that involved 
in the purchase of the French properties and 
rights at Panama, Mr. Roosevelt might easily be 
deceived. There is not another conspicuous man 
in America so poorly qualified as he to deal with 
intricate questions of law, finance and ‘business. 

He has had absolutely no training in the law, 
He rarely speaks or writes without shocking the 
sensibilities of jurists. He is wholly without ex- 
perience in business affairs. Almost every utter- 
ance of his bearing upon finance, economy or 
commerce makes the judicious grieve. It is a 
matter of record that special provision was made 
for him in his father’s will, for as a young man 
he had revealed trdits which were not favorably 
regarded by his family. 

It is this man, who has always done as he 
pleased, who began life a cowboy and who in 
small politics as in Western adventure was in- 
variably spectacular, sensational and impractical, }. 
who now says to Congress in plain words that he 
approved of the $40,000, 000. expenditure at Panama 
and no questions must be asked. The shrewdest 
trader in the world would hardly take that 
g: ound. 

An investization of the Panama transaction 
need not proceed on the theory that the Prasi- 
dent was conscious of wrongdoing. Nobody 
charges that. It should be had so that the people 
may know what lawyers and what Wall street 
jobbers led him into the trap, for trap it appears 
to have been. There is nothing in his career that 
makes his judgment on this matter of the slightest 
value to the people.

“When I arrived in Columbus the 
first news I received was favorable. I 
learned that certain legislators, of 
whom I had been uncertain, would sup- 
pert me.” 

Burton has denied a deal with For- 
aker, saying he would get the Foraker 
votes only if Foraker hated him less 
than C. P. Taft.

Young Women Say They 
‘Have No Idea of Rivaling 
“Heavenly Twins.” 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Pedestrians of 
Manhattan will look for the “‘Red De- 
mon” and the “Blue Streak.”’ The ju- 
dicial characterization, however, of New 
York’s only two women motorcyclists 
was resented by the young women to- 
day. Looking as innocent as babes, 
the young women denounced the Court’s 
description of them as unwarranted. 

The two young cyclists declared they 
have no intention of rivaling the popu- 
larity given to the “Heavenly Twins,” 
Claudia and Rebecca Bowtie, who 
caused a season’s sensation several 
years ago, when bicycling was the rage, 
by appearing in close-fitling knicker- 
bockers. 

‘Why, we have never as so much run 
over a fly,’’ said Miss Dorothy Rice, 
who wags fined $10 by Magistrate Cor- 
nell for speeding the night before on 
Riverside drive. 

The “Red Demon” and the “Blue 
Streak”’ are both 19 years old, both have 
brown eyes and dark hair, worn in 
hanging braids when cycling, and peach- 
like complexions. Both are extremely 
nice and pretty, notwithstanding the 
high-colored titles conferred on them 
by the City Magistrate, who politely 
explained afterward that these referred 
exclusively to the young women’s spe- 
cial brand of speed mania. 

Father AntlNoise Crusader. 

Miss Rice is the daughter of Mr 
Isaac L. Rice, famous as the anti-noise 
crusader. In the West Side Court yes- 
terday the Magistrate, glancing at Miss 
Rice’s natty red trimmed hat, asked: 

“Are you that awful. red demon we 
have been hearing so much about who 
races up Riverside drive Jike a train 
of fire, frightening pedestrians out of 
their wits and scaring dogs and cats 
into fits?’’ 

“No, indeed!’’ replied Miss Rice, trem- 
ulously indignant. ‘‘That is a friend of 
mine who rides with me sometimes, but 
we do not ride very fast.’’ 

‘“T think it is real mean for the judges 
to call us names,’’ said Miss Blanche 
Roscoe, when she was told of the 
Court’s imputation. “It is bad enough 
to be arrested.’’ 

Miss Roscoe, who lives with her mar- 
ried sister, Mrs. Michael Sullivan, at 
680 East 159th street, was arrested last 
August for speeding, but got off with 
a reprimand by the Court. 

‘“‘T think it Is mean, too, for Miss Rice 
to say I am the ‘Red Demon.’ Now I 
guess she is the ‘Red Demon’ the Court 
means, and she tried to make out it 
was me. She wore a red hat in court 
yesterday. Besides, she has been. ar- 
rested before, and she is the only one 
who rides up Riverside Drive much. I 
ride mostly in the country now. Yes, 
it is Miss Rice they mean when they 
talk about the ‘Red Demon.’ 

Named Her “Blue Streak.” 

“When I was arrested last summer,” 
explained Miss Roscoe, ‘the bicycle po- 
licetnan and the Judge tagged me with 
the name of the ‘Blue Streak,’ and just 
let. me tell you a nickname is as hard 
to get rid of as birthdays. It stuck to 
me ever since.”’ : 

“You see,’’ Miss Roscoe went on, “I 
ride a blue machine and I always wear 
a blue corduroy cycling suit. The po- 
liceman, the mean thing, told the Judge 
when I used to ride down Broadway 
all he noticed was a blue streak.”’ 

Miss Roscoe further . resented Miss 
Rice’s mention of her in court. ‘I never 
rode with Miss Rice,” she said. 

“Oh, yes, I know Miss Rice. But 
she—she wears trousers. Makes fer look 
like’ a man rider.” 

“And don't you adopt this same cos- 
tume for riding?” she was asked. 
“Oh, mercy, no!’ gasped the horrified 
young woman. “I wear divided skirts 
and leather leggings. Of course, one 
must wear leggings. The sparks from 
the machine set my skirt on fire two 
or three t!mes. If I did not wear some 
sort of protection like the leggings my 
skirt might burn up some time. 

May Go to Workhouse. 
“Yes, Miss Rice and myself are the 
only girls in town who ride motorcy- 
cles. My sister and a few others ride 
tandem."’ 
Miss Roscoe has a record as a long- 
distance rider. 
Mrs. Rice deplored her daughter's ar- 
rest when seen at her apartments in 
the Ansonia. 
“I am strongly opposed to all sorts of 
speeding,’ said Mrs. Rice, “and always 
caution my daughter when she goes out 
to ride, but I was not at home yester. 
day. My daughter did not do it inten- 
tionally.” 
The Court warned Miss Rice as she 
had twice been arrested for fast riding,

Without warmth or food for four days 


by the City Marshal, om a charge of 
intoxication, and then released with 
 poth hands, both feet and his face so 
badly frozerf that parts of his fingers 
and his toes had to be amputated, Joe 


McGinnis, a laborer, iies at the Samari- 
tan Hospital in a pitiable condition, and 
if he recovers it will be to go through 
the balance of his life a cripple. 

McGinnis was placed in the Jalil by 
order of City Marshal Somers. There 
was no fire in the Jail, though after he 
had somewhat sobered, he built one from 
a little kindling and part of a bucket of 
coal which was in the room. 

When this was burned out,he says that 
he called for assistance until he was 
exhausted and benumbed with the cold 
and then crawled between a couple of 
old mattresses on the floor. The mar- 
shal went to the Jail next Sunday morn- 
ing, but claims that he could not find 
McGinnis and went away again. 

Frozen Members Removed. 

Four nights after % the arrest, 
the marshal had occasion to dump 
another unfortunate into the Jail and 
then discovered McGinnis in a deplor- 
able condition. From the zero weather 
that had prevailed for four days anid 
famished for want of something to eat. 

He was taken to the Merchants Ho- 
tel and later to the Samaritan Hospi- 
tal, where the amputations were made. 

Public indignation has been aroused 
and threats are made that damage suits 
will be brought against the marshal 
and the city. The marshal explains his 
neglect by saying that he looked for 
McGinnis and couid not find him and 
concluded that he had made his escape. 

His critics find little excuse in this for 
his failure to provide fire for the un- 
fortunate when he was placed in the 
building, or t» look after him between 
the time of his incarceration and lib- 
eration. 

The marshal is said to have stated 
that after his visit to the’ Jail when he 
did not find the prisoner, he had for- 
gotten all about him until the grew- 
some discovery.
